rowful the world over. feed the hun- 
gry, clothe the naked, shelter the 
tions for adolescent children with prob- 
lems, homes for the aged this 
successful living. visit those im- 
prisoned sickbed the slums 
our overcrowded cities, find homes 
for refugees and jobs for displaced per- 
sons all this successful living for 
the homeless, hungry, naked, suffering

They not, yet, have vows. Vows poverty, chastity, and obedience 
are taken after spending two years the novitiate.

Educating Parents 


Some parents become positively re- 
sistant when daughter breaks the news 
her religious vocation the family. 
Others are bewildered. Not few fail 
completely understand what tre- 
mendous gift call the religious life 
and can the individual, her 
family, and society large. situa- 
tions like these, Sisters can and should 
helpful both parents and daughter. 
These situations call for prudence and 
the utmost tactful human relations 
the part the teacher whom the 
young aspirant places confidence. 

Experience points the fact that 
there very little malice most par- 
ents want what for the best 
interests their children are, 
for the most part, loving but fearful 
and who can blame them for it? Some 
few are downright selfish but the ma-

jority simply not understand convent 
life and are skeptical about it. Have 
religious, perhaps, sold Holy Mother 
Church short not having inculcated 
more positive attitude toward the re- 
ligious life into the parents who once 
sat our classrooms? And what are 
doing today educate parents de- 
velop appreciation for religious life? 
cannot love what not know; 
therefore, much emphasis 
placed educating parents the 
why convent life. 

Should we, perhaps, have more voca- 
tions clubs and promote more open 
house affairs for parents rather than for 
possible candidates? Parents can and 
should helped through P.T.A.’s see 
and understand that important 
matter the choice state life 
each child must left free make his 
own unhampered decision. Guidance 
the part yes! Undue in- 
fluence pressure no! 

Since the very life Holy Mother 
Church depends the sacrament 
marriage, most parents know that 
far from hampering budding vocation 
the religious life, they have positive 
moral obligation fostering vocations 
the religious life their children? 
Might this not make least good 
subject for discussion not for exami- 
nation conscience some our 
mothers’ club meetings? 


Mistaken Attitudes 


Not few parents maintain one 
two detrimental attitudes toward young 
vocations particular. The first that 
the parent who says, “You can’t 
the preparatory school because you 
are too young— you don’t know the 
world you can’t know what you are 
giving until you are older.” This 
attitude keeps many girl who would 
make good, happy religious out the 
convent. accounts for many lost vo- 
cations and for not few subsequently 
unhappy lives. from this group 
lost vocations that social case workers 
hear such expressions as, wanted 
Sister, but parents would not 
happier today!” course, not every 
regret such the former indica- 
tion lost vocation, but would 
lacking wisdom not admit that 
married life has its quota “square 
pegs round holes.” 

those who would their 
advised zeal deter young vocations 
the basis their lack worldly ex- 
perience, the Holy Father 
question his encyclical Sacra Virgini- 
tas: “What gardener would expose 
young plants, choice indeed but 
violent storms order that they 
might give proof the strength which 
they have not yet acquired?” After all, 
the saints always maintained that 
was best fly the occasions sin. 
keeping, then, with the thinking the 
saints which that also the Holy 
Father, parents should advised 
permit their daughters enter early 
youth and let Holy Mother Church 
worry about their maturity. 

The other detrimental attitude the 
part parents, just pernicious the 
first, that the parent who says, 
have objections your going the 
convent (or the seminary), but you 
stay! Don’t come back! 
want the family disgraced!” This atti- 
tude keeps many girls the convent 
who should not there. too accounts 
for some “square pegs round holes!” 
While not every girl intended for 
marriage, neither every girl boy 
with longings for religious life intended 
God fulfill those longings. Con- 
sider the parents the Little Flower. 
are told that both had aspirations 
the religious life but that God His 
infinite wisdom did not permit them 
realize these ambitions. 
them the parents saint and 
what saint! 
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Purpose Novitiate 


Parents should helped through 
group meetings see that the novitiate 
intended Holy Mother Church 
period spiritual growth yes, but 
also that period during which 
the novice studies the community and 
vice versa order see whether the 
novice will happy the community 
her choice and whether the commu- 
nity will serve the best interests the 
Church accepting the novice. vo- 
cation always two-way affair. 
rule young people have much more first- 
hand acquaintance with marriage than 
they with religious life, hence the 
novitiate probationary period the 
part Holy Mother Church.

Kathy’s charming, outgoing personality 
seemed block Mrs. her drive 
for the unrivaled affection Mr. 
Kathy’s father. So, very adroitly, she 
managed place Kathy private 
boarding school the character-build- 
ing type. 

When Kathy arrived the institu- 
tion, bitterness, disappointment, 
complete unhappiness were plainly writ- 
ten across her still charming features. 
She had that beaten look about her 
which tells the sad story many 
emotionally disturbed 

Kathy had never seen Catholic Sis- 
ter before and so, far from being com- 
fort her, Sister Superior’s presence 
only added her loneliness and dis- 
comfort. Tense, jittery, nervous, Kathy 
dropped her suitcase and sank down 
into chair wondering what could hap- 
pen next. 

“Kathy,” ventured Sister Superior.

cannot give you all the costly things 
you have had your own home.

“But all want happiness!” she

Perhaps Sister Superior seemed over- 
confident but, accustomed she was 
and simple peace, she added, only 
can you happy, Kathy, but God 
wants you happy created 
you for eternal happiness.” 

Kathy threw herself into Sister Su- 
perior’s arms and sobbed out five-year 
heartache. 

Kathy had been heading straight for 
juvenile delinquency not because she 
was bad girl, but because she was 
being deprived the psychological ne- 
cessities every human being’s life: 
love, affection, acceptance, security, un- 
derstanding. These are “musts” any 
life young Kathy was 
just exception God’s rule. Without 
doubt she would have reached her 
goal juvenile delinquency had she 
not been stopped love that was 
deep, personal, sincere, the kind that 
flowers the tree consecrated vir- 
ginity. 

Through sound Christian education 
her life was given definite sense di- 
rection; her talents and her latent abili- 
ties were channeled into constructive 
paths living. Result: today Kathy 
happy, well-adjusted young adult with 
mature, happy outlook life, 
life based supernatural faith. Kathy 
Catholic. Her turbulent adolescent 
years are now rich experience from 
which she can draw sympathy and un- 
derstanding her work with other chil- 
dren difficulty. 


Work for Others

Vocational Booklets 


Many religious communities 
pamphlets leaflets which give skeletal 
outlines their work those who are 
interested.

When was senior high school 
went principal ask her about 
asked had ever thought being 
Sister and teaching for God. was 
very friendly with one the Sisters 
and talked her, and think her 
good example and understanding helped 
make the decision enter. 

After one year college, where 
loved every Sister, went home for the 
summer and something happened. Either 
the love and example family 
the understanding the Sisters who 
had edified through the grades, made 
realize that good marks, nice clothes, 
and many dates are not the most im- 
portant things life, that have 
only one life should live that life 
perfectly possible, and did not re- 
turn college; entered. 

thought entering when was 
sophomore high school but did not 
decide until was out school two 
years. 

had always thought being Sis- 
ter since was the first grade, 
finished high school and entered. 

was the second grade when Sis- 
ters came our parish church 
work and care for the rectory. How 
thrilled was one day when the Sister 
errand. From that day went the 
sacristy daily and cleaned vigil lights, 
learned set the altar and arrange 
vestments. The beautiful manner, the 
high ideals the Sisters, and the stories 
they told always remained with me. 
they were just like Mary must have 
been. They taught loyalty the 
Sisters had school and love 
playmates telling how much 
Jesus must have loved His little friends.

tions the Archdiocese Boston that 
became acquainted with the Sisters 
Mercy. went meet the reverend 
mother; she gave booklet: three 
months later entered. did not have 
the approval parents first, but 
finally they gave their blessing, and 
ten days before reception God sent 
them another daughter. 

After much indecision about vo- 
cation met priest who was the most 
Christlike priest had ever known. 
suggested daily Mass, guided me, and 
gave the encouragement needed. 

The interest priest helped 
decide enter. 

Through these letters runs the theme 
appreciation for the interest and en- 
couragement priests needed our 
young men and women. They often need 
directed certain orders: 

pastor helped decide about 
what order would enter when spoke 
him about vocation. asked 
would like bring souls God 
teaching little children know 
about God. suggested the Sisters 
Mercy. 


pastor suggested that call 
the Sisters Mercy when asked his 
advice about entering. 

learned through sermons given 
priests that nun was person who 
gave herself completely God. de- 
cided enter regardless any 
sacrifices. 

Influence Parents: 

mother’s good example and 
father’s sincere earnestness about reli- 
gion did much for me. They felt that 
God gave them and could take 
from them any time, they gave 
their consent wholeheartedly, and 
pray that will give myself whole- 
heartedly God always. 

owe great deal mother who 
taught always love God first. 
can remember when was four years 
old that when people asked 
loved mother she would answer, 
“She does, but she loves God most.” 

can never give enough thanks 
parents for gladly giving their 
only child. They were completely un- 
selfish hope always shall be, and 
God has blessed them for their sacrifice. 

When was very small grand- 
mother mentioned the convent 
junior high school mentioned 
mother and she did not like the idea 
were close.

Selfless and dedicated, may then 
hope move about among our boys and 
girls with little that sanctified per- 
sonal power which, Chesterton 
observed his Life St. Francis, dis- 
tinguished the Saint Assisi: “He only 
saw the image God multiplied but never 
monotonous. him man was always 
man and did not disappear dense 
crowd any more than desert. hon- 
ored all men; that is, not only loved but 
respected them all. 

“What gave St. Francis (who said 
have recruited over 2000 followers his 
lifetime) his extraordinary personal power 
was this: that from the Pope the beg-

They 
find rather revolting see one us, 
who professes follow the meek and 
humble Christ, insist personal dignity 
and wear air pompous authority. 

remember being embarrassed once 
high school senior who asked what was 
wrong with his pastor. The boy had phoned 
the rectory and asked see him about 
going the diocesan seminary. The priest 
answered haughtily, bother with 
such trivialities. Take the matter one 
the assistants!” 

You cannot blame youths either for sus- 
pecting that our vow chastity kind 
foolish make slurring remarks about 
courtship marriage. Likewise, when 
religious hang-over. 

Whenever any are imprudent 


air complaints, boys and girls cannot 
help but doubt the genuine happiness 
our life. Youths today are not attracted 
sad faces, eyes tainted with envy, tongues 
sharp with criticism, personalities that 
are proud and selfish. They like think 
that Christ meant when said, “If you 
will perfect, come follow me.” 

Such good impressions and pleasing per- 
sonalities, though, are not developed over- 
night. Often takes years patient effort 


and self-examination. But nothing will ever 
developed, unless rock bottom there 
real liking for boys and girls. Our in- 
terest them must sincere and 
genuine that they cannot help feeling 
and liking return. 

When young people sense interest and 
words are unnecessary. They know 
friend, and their own initiative they 
seek the help they need.

Not Too Late 


How many Bobs are sitting the pews 
our churches feeling sorry for them- 
selves because they don’t have the oppor- 
tunity follow the call God that they 
seem hear somewhere their hearts? 
When fellow gets out high school 
college without ever having cracked 
Latin grammar, thoughts the priesthood 
are usually pushed aside because too 
late now.” 

few years ago that was true. Seminary 
life, rule, had begin before, during, 


immediately after high school. delay 
any longer than that was forfeit all 
hopes the priesthood. had not been 
the usual practice accept older men. 
especially their schooling had been 
ited. more recent years, the need 
priests made late vocations almost ne- 
cessity. St. John Bosco, for example, helped 
good number young men reach the 
altar urging them recommence their 
studies. then gave them special classes. 
The results were good! Don Bosco found 
that could form good, solid, spiritual 
priests very few years. The idea be- 
gan spread. Seminaries all parts 
the world toyed with the idea, but con- 
tinued training boys just out grammar 
school. the past few years bishops and 
religious superiors have recognized the 
wonderful results that can come from late 
vocations. 


Some Advantages 


The advantages such method are 
tremendous. First all, takes less train- 
ing time. With regular seminarian the 
shortest time possible years after 
has completed grammar school. some 
orders and congregations the time even 
longer. How many boys never even try 
become priests because the preparation ap- 
pears long! (In reality, almost too 
short.) The fact remains, years al- 
most lifetime 15-year-old boy. With 
the special accelerated Latin courses that 
are now offered various seminaries and 
colleges, high school college graduate 
able commence his philosophy studies 
within year. 

man who has lived society little 
longer, who has known more people, and 
perhaps has spent some time the service 
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naturally more mature; more aware 
the problems everyday life than 
grammar school boy. able pass 
fairly intelligent judgment people and 
events. probably has had some train- 
ing public relations. has become 
acquainted, certain extent, with the 
problems that confront teen-agers and 
newlyweds. 

Once the delayed vocationist his 
way, less likely turn back. St. John 
Bosco estimated that had 100 boys 
and another 100 older men who desired 
become religious, approximately the 
boys and the late vocationists would 
eventually realize their ambition. The rea- 
sons for this are obvious. The man who 
has already lived adult life adult 
world not influenced the tempting 
reports that destroy many young voca- 
tions. able strip the world its 
“Sunday clothes” and see really is. 

Studies may present some difficulties, 
especially has been out school for 
few years. But his determination will 
usually make for the facility has 
lost. does have the necessary intelli- 
gence, will quickly acquire the proper 
study habits. Doubtless, school matters 
present problem; but, think, the least 
all. can get the required knowledge 
Latin enter college with the special 
courses offered. 

Because his former experience the 
world, the candidate will have little 
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trouble with the glamour the world. 
The younger vocationist, because his 
age and inexperience, will have strong 
attraction for the social life that the world 
has offer. Often this attraction may ruin 
least weaken his vocation. not 
say that this situation entirely unknown 
with late vocations, but say dis- 
tinctly less marked. the time man 
has reached the age twenty, 
good position judge the married 
state. sees the difficulties well the 
glamour and realizes more fully the 
grandeur celibate life. 


What Required? 

What are the requisites for late voca- 
tion? The usual age 23; the range 
may vary from 30. The completion 
high school is, most cases, funda- 
mental requisite. Hardly will there found 
seminary where problems 
amount anything more than simple 
arrangement with the superior. delayed 
vocation the same any other voca- 
tion except for the time element. There- 
fore, the same requirements hold for 
anyone else. They are: good health; aver- 
age intelligence; sound moral character. 

One who has dealt with vocations, espe- 
cially delayed vocations, will agree that 
the virtues sought the new pros- 
pect are humility and confidence. The 
young man must realize that goes the 
seminary man’s job. His co-opera- 


tion with God’s grace must total, un- 
selfish, and optimistic. His humility will 
the result his determination and his 
unlimited confidence God’s help. Every 
priestly virtue contained this humility 
and generosity. This, then, the prime 
requisite. lacking, nothing can 
done. The spirit humility will show it- 
self good will and eagerness obey. 
The young man will trust his superiors 
and will put his full confidence them. 
With this trust and confidence will the 
success his vocation.

the United States, too, the question 
will arise, sooner later, whether the 
heretofore customary arrangement the 
catechism subject matter should re- 
jected and whether more correct one 
should substituted. This important ques- 
tion deserves careful and 
self-evident that, the case eventual 
change, undue haste must avoided. 
not enough simply discard the tradi- 
tional division. Efforts must made 
replace the old division immediately 
new one which, some measure, can 
considered permanent solution the 
problem. The structure the individual 
sections within the catechism can always 
changed again without much difficulty, 
particularly the case perfecting 
completing them; but not the methodi- 
cal basic structure the catechism and 
the arrangement the catechetical con- 
tents. These latter must stabilized 
far possible. 


Clear Thinking Needed 


The more intensive study the cate- 
chism which appeared Europe within the 
past years, leaves with certain im- 
pression that break with the traditional 
division Faith Commandments 
Means Grace contemplated, but that 
clear-cut, positive solution consistently 
carried through has not yet been found. 
Especially significant this respect the 
new French national catechism.? Already 
the introductory lesson the author blends 
the old and the new division, both 
would seem say about the same thing. 
One can hardly say that the basic idea 
the new division, Faith Sacraments 
Commandments, has been systematically 
carried out the lessons that follow. This 
seems prevented the fact that 
the sacraments are again brought 
therefore sources strength 
and energy, and, above all, that the third 
part (Commandments) considered Di- 
vine Direction and not definitely our

Division the Catechism

expected answer. This catechism makes 
effort define lucidly the fundamental 
thought the new division and thereby 
least make the catechist conscious 
and simplify matters for him. Thus will 
arise the danger that mere external trans- 
position the main sections will made, 
which other respects will explained 
future the majority catechists ac- 
cording the sense the old order. This 
half-measure and insecurity 
tional stage development should 
avoided all means. the work the 
first catechisms which had serve pio- 
neers the field, this could hardly 
achieved. But those catechisms which 
still look forward making the transition, 
this could justifiably expected. order 
achieve this goal, would well 
acquaint oneself thoroughly with the lead- 
ing principles underlying proper arrange- 
ment catechetical material. Under the 
guidance these principles will easy 
get clear idea and form correct 
opinion the catechetical value the 
division used heretofore and the proper 
building and consistent carrying through 
better division. 


Qualities Good Division 


Among the features which are demanded 
modern didacticism for good division 
subject matter, there are three pertain- 
ing our case which are especially im- 
portant. faultless arrangement must first 
clear; second, must easily under- 
standable; third, must essential, that 
must stem from the essence the subject 
matter, and thereby offer the opening 
wedge for penetrating into the very nature 
the matter taught. 

ber sections, which correspond one 


another far possible and can easily 
read and grasped —this our case in- 
dispensable. scholarly treatise will 
matter less, not all, the contents 
the book are developed step step 
means greater number main 
sections. This not the case with the 
catechism, however —here the main divi- 
sions should not only understood, but. 
also, easily memorized. These divisions 
contain the quintessence our religion, 
least should contain suggestive 
and absorbing manner possible. the 
same time short, pertinent guide 
for our life’s program. 

Against the above-mentioned prescribed 
demand for great clarity the famous 
Catechism Bellarmine (Rome 1597) of- 
fends, give example. The author 
divides the subject matter 
(1) The sign the Cross, (2) the Creed, 
(3) the Our Father, (4) the Hail Mary, 
(5) the Commandments God, (6) the 
Commandments the Church, (7) the 
Sacraments, (8) the Virtues, (9) the Gifts 
the Holy Spirit, (10) the Works 
Mercy, (11) Sin, (12) the Last Things 
man. 

Furthermore, for the main division 
the catechism easy comprehension 
quired. arrangement material which 
would require intensive reflection for un- 
derstanding its meaning may well and 
good for scholarly dissertation, but not 
for the catechism. Mediocre pupils and 
the simple folk must able understand 
and also retain easily, and, what 
still more important, they must know how 
handle easily, really make use 
means leading Christian life. 
must proceed directly and self-evidently 
from the nature the object, that the Jay 
person may not get the idea that these 
topics question could divided 
ferently. the light this consideration, 
the arrangement found the catechism 
Canisius, for example, would hardly satisfy 
the just claims didacticism. His cate- 
chisms prefer the following outline: (1) 
Faith and Creed, (2) Hope and Prayer, 
(3) Love and Commandments, (4) Sacra- 
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ments, (5) Christian Justice. True, 
easy understand what meant the 
individual parts the outline. But how 
these five parts are correlated and consti- 
tute the Christian content teaching 
probably somewhat less obvious. This 
quoted observation refers even greater 
degree the division found Bellarmine. 
But here touch upon far the most 
important factor good arrangement 
subject matter, its nature and 
essence. 


Natural Division 


Essential outline arrangement mate- 
rial divides the subject matter man- 
ner corresponding best its nature. this 
very factor lies the art ideal division 
subject matter, namely compre- 
hensive view the basic and central point 
the matter, and the presentation and 
development the subject question 
founded this basic survey according 
its essential parts. Only this way, will 
the principal division really the one 
supposed —the key the true 
understanding the matter pre- 
sented. The essence the subject there- 
fore particular significance, provided 
wish not merely chat about 
entertaining manner, but —as the case 
religious instruction easy, though 
thorough way wish help others 
correct understanding. Instruction given 
religion class does not simply aim 
show one the other facet our 
religion, but easy though effective 
method should introduce the pupil 
the spirit genuine Christianity and also 
lead him into the innermost sanctuary 
the Christian religion. 

Thus viewed, clear without further 
ado, that the arrangement the cate- 
chism least its main division 
may not dictated apologetic consid- 
Outlines subject matter apolo- 
getically orientated not ask what 
most essential for the doctrine Christ 
according its nature, but inquire 
which teachings are being attacked most 
under actually existing circumstances and 
they place these sections the subject 
matter improperly the foreground; this 
proves serious disadvantage for 
preserving the harmony the whole, al- 
noticeable the organization the 
entire teaching material. This defect 
perceptible, for example, the otherwise 
meritorious classical catechisms the six- 
teenth century. The arrangement the 
catechisms Canisius, Bellarmine, and 
Auger understandable when consider 
the emphatic stand they had take against 
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the Protestants their epoch.* Canisius, 
for example, added his catechism, for 
apologetic reasons, the long fifth main sec- 
tion “Christian Justice.” his so-called 
Small Catechism this occupies one third 
the whole catechism and directed en- 
tirely against the teaching the Protes- 
tants justification faith alone. Every- 
thing essential this apologetic main 
division already contained the third 
main section “Love and the Command- 
and should have been developed 
its organic relation the whole. The 
outspoken apologetic tendency Auger’s 
and later Deharbe’s divisions will dis- 

Self-evidently vital teaching the 
faith must make up-to-date considera- 
tion corresponding dangerous contem- 
porary errors, but one should not resort 
force violence the name apolo- 
getics. Christian teaching faith must. 
under all circumstances, remain the 
schools and the Church, according its 
very nature, the glad tidings 
Jesus Christ and this fact should ex- 
pressed effectively through the outlining 
and arrangement the subject matter. 
defend our faith most effectively when 
develop and organize the specific values 
our Christian religion impressive 
manner. Assuming this, will suffice that 
one points out appropriate place 
thus the organic relationship with the 
whole how these specific Christian values 
are directly endangered the respective 
contemporary errors. Apologetic matters 
may never penetrate the innermost sanc- 
tuary our teaching the faith; they 
must settled beforehand the very 
outset catechetics. 


Theological Rather Than Didactic 


Something else may observed with 
full clarity from the explanations given 
now; namely, that the question the 
proper arrangement the catechism is, 
the first analysis, not didactic, but 


nitely theological question. sure, di-. 


dacticism points out the importance 
good division subject matter for the 
purpose instruction; also explains the 
laws ideal arrangement, demands that 
the division clear, easily comprehensible. 
and, above all, intrinsic and vital. But 
what constitutes the very nature and es- 
sence Christian doctrine didacticism it- 
self cannot answer. That exclusively 
matter for theology.

From this clear without further 
comment, what great catechetical signifi- 
cance due the question the main 
object theology much discussed with- 
the past years. Perhaps the results 
this discussion for theology well for 
teaching and instructional purposes would 
have been greater and any case more 
clear the first place they had pro- 
ceeded from the central object Revela- 
tion, and more specifically perhaps from 
Scripture. Regarding the leading object 
the sources Revelation, there can hardly 
doubt the mind the impartial 
observer. Not the Godhead itself, but the 
“God Salvation,” who has destined 
Christ share His glory, the cen- 
tral object Christian Revelation. St. Paul 
calls very appropriately the kerygma, the 
message Cor.

wish have correct and clear 
information about the essence our holy 
religion, must theology for the 
answer.

The attack our way life, 
Christian civilization, and religion 
broader than Communism; mate- 
rialism, which includes Communism 
only one its manifestations. The war- 
fare not only the international 
field; every phase our na- 
this sense and seemingly the pres- 
ent situation our attention being 
rected against “tyranny already im- 
posed upon billion souls Europe 
and Asia, which threatens the destruc- 
tion our own land.” But atheistic 
Communism only one form the 
enemy, atheistic materialism. The Bish- 
ops’ statement direct: 

“We need, first all, identify our 
enemy; recognize for what really 
is. Some see the enemy only 
litical state group states, merely 
economic system. Spiritual vision 
gives better intelligence the fact. The 
enemy atheistic materialism. Whether 
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eign state, one our own domes- 
tic institutions, atheistic material- 
ism that seeks destroy us. This the 

often mistake mere increases 
anything gains. This not always 
so. not true our mass education 
affects the quality our educa- 
tion. not necessarily true other 
fields, and the Bishops point out that 
the reported increase church member- 
ship has not resulted what might 
expected our national life. They say 
regarding the reported rise church 
membership during recent years: 

“One looks vain for any corre- 
sponding increase religion’s benefi- 
cent influence upon the nation’s life. 
Indeed, the trend public and private 
morality has been downward; there 
alarming disregard practice for 
God’s teaching and for God’s law. 
there any need instance the growing 
evils family life, the 


indulgence which leads from birth pre- 
vention divorce, from broken homes 
the broken lives youthful delin- 
quents? Need adduce evidence 
the appalling circulation indecent lit- 
erature, and the low moral level 
much the public entertainment 
these days?” 

One should note that these conditions 
along with amazing increases all 
types schools all levels, both re- 
ligious and secular. 

The materialism that having its 
effect our national life material- 
ism born apathy, lethargy, and in- 
difference. not frontal attack 
denying God, ignoring Him. The 
Bishops quote St. Mark (7:6): “This 
people honor with their lips, but 
their heart far from Me,” sum- 
marizing their discussion the forms 
materialism secularism, avarice, 
and paganism expressing itself whole- 
sale our national life:

Sociometric Testing: 


Identifying Stars and Isolates 


Effective teachers are ever alert dis- 
cover new and better ways understand- 
ing pupils. Observation, pupil rating, test- 
ing, and records various kinds are means 
gaining this insight into pupil behavior. 
is, however, the teacher who the 
prime director pupil evaluation. 

Sociometry sociometric testing 
comparatively new the testing family. 
credited with the publicizing 
this reputable technique which 
pupil rated his peers and not his 
superiors. That there are some limitations 
this technique apparent. Notwith- 
standing these limitations, sociometric 
testing has definite place the total 
evaluation pupil behavior. very 
significant for the teacher know which 
pupils are being accepted rejected 
the group which they are part. Every 
pupil wants feel that part the 
security and belonging inherent hu- 
man nature and basic factor good 
adjustment. 

Varied wordings may utilized giv- 
ing sociometric test. The test may 
work, play, social type test, depend- 
ing upon the kind information wanted 
the teacher. this paper the work 
type test will described. The other 
kinds would conducted similar 
manner. obtain the desired information 
for sociometric test the work type, 
teacher grade with approximately 
pupils may approach the problem the 
following manner:

The Honolulu Advertiser carried arti- 
cle recently Dr. Theodore Van Del- 
len, M.D., “Complexes and Adjust- 
ments.” writes, “The disability read 
has many origins, poor health, defective 
sight, poor hearing, and poor teaching 
methods. One the most common causes 
poor reading concerned with the 
‘flash card’ method teaching. Most bright 
children well because they are able 
learn glance, not only words, but even 
short sentences. Others cannot grasp the, 
‘learning looking’ technique. Those that 


suffer most are the left-handed. They be- 
come confused between right and left 
right-handed world, with tendency 
reverse.

The so-called ‘sight method’ for read- 
ing obviously shuts out this basic language 
relationship. has become clear many 
leading educators, that the ‘sight method’ 
does advance reading rapidly for such chil- 
dren who have inherent confusions 
disability, certain quite limited 
vocabulary, after which many advance very 
slowly. also results extremely weak 
spelling, poor writing, and often slovenly 
speaking. This very natural result since 
the child has only memorized the sight 
whole words, and learns little their 
spelling components, and nothing the 
component sounds used saying the word. 
has clues with which pronounce 
new word, not previously memorized nor 
has any idea how write un- 


memorized word which may understand 
and use speaking. The written language 
unexplained mystery him.” 


The Need for Phonics 


Professor Arthur Gates, Miss Marian 
Monroe, Dr. Theodore Van Dellen, Mrs. 
Margaret McEathren, and Mrs. Romalda 
Spalding are all eminent specialists the 
teaching reading. They have studied 
reading and its teaching, from medi- 
cal, physiological, and sociological stand- 
point. they all agree that the “flash 
card” method leaves much desired, 
especially when taken alone without sounds. 
would seem that phonics should have 
more prominent place reading. This be- 
ing their advice, why have schools clung 
firmly the lone “flash card” even the 
face much poor reading? Mainly 
obtain quick results for good showing 
before parents principal. The full effeci 
the lack sound training will show 
later the higher grades. Then the upper 
grade teacher will expected re- 
sourceful and “do something” help these 
poor pupils who are such “poor readers.” 

Every year number teachers are 
expected take “summer school courses 
remedial reading” help the 
reader.” They get “credit” and poor read- 
ing continues before. The poor teacher 
well the poor reader should receive 
some consideration. earnestly hoped 
that the principals and superintendents in- 
vested with the authority make changes 
will consider earnestly the advise read- 
ing experts for much needed changes, 
approved methods give reader 
suitable our grades.

FINGER PAINT AND MODELING 
CLAY 

Here tested recipe for finger paints 
which you can make for your class with 
little expense and good results. washes 
out clothing easily and can easily 
wiped from floors and tables.

Perhaps nothing makes deeper 
impression upon the mind religious 
the need for virtues patience and 
charity than few dealings with our mod- 
ern American boy. these virtues are 
weak lacking altogether, respect will 
soon missing also. 


Confidence Our Students 


win the confidence our students 
religious educators. are not called upon 
professional baseball players bas- 
ketball players great artists great 
actors. are expected teachers! 
teacher who wastes all the time his 
history course telling interesting sport 
stories may popular but not deeply 
influential. Thomas Merton his famous 
autobiography, Seven Storey Mountain, 
remarks that the teacher who earned his. 
greatest admiration was teacher Eng- 
lish who taught English. the more 
intelligent student especially, the dashing 
teacher who lets his professional duties 
sag disappointing leader.

Perhaps nothing will dispel teacher’s 
sense indifference much realiza- 
tion the importance the home room 
with reference the success the entire 
school. the home rooms are weak, the 
school weak. the other hand, strong 
home rooms can fused into good 
school. Characteristics weak home 
room are continual and serious disciplinary 
problems, poor grades, continued poor 
results all drives, lack religious inter- 
est, failure participate school func- 
tions, and general indifference. Unfortu- 
nately, the difficulty often may lie the 
deficiencies the home-room teacher. 

With the recent arrangement our 
schools, the freshman and sophomore years 
demand strong and capable teachers. 
the time students reach their junior year 
with its accompanying greater mental ma- 
turity, they should know what expected 
them the matters discipline, study, 
and responsibility. Otherwise, the years 
which student brought maturity are 
devoted the removal defects picked 
the first two years. this wise, the 
school continually marking time. 

The problem placing strong teachers 
the first two years our high 
however, not easy one. New teachers 
are usually given the lower division be- 
cause thought that they can handle 
them better than they could junior 
senior class. most instances this 
probably true. 

Education for means great ex- 
tent changing boy’s philosophy. Let’s not 
deceive ourselves. has philosophy al- 
ready and it’s very egotistic and hedonistic. 
takes more concentration effort than 
the school whole capable com- 
manding. The next smallest unit the 
home room. 


Accept Students They Are 


must accept our students they 
are. How often make the mistake 
expecting boy completely trained 
before ever receive him into our class. 
gripe and complain when boy does 
not come our expectations. But 
isn’t because the boy doesn’t want to; it’s 
because can’t! doesn’t know how. 

would very foolish complain 
that class president can’t run class 
meeting. The chances are one hundred 
that ever was taught the technique 
parliamentary procedure, even com- 
mon order. Yet expected get 
good meeting trained teacher with 
college degree might. sad disillusion- 
ment! Yet find ourselves guilty such 
unrealism every day. 

Our job not give when see 
weakness and lack leadership ability, 
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but take student is, and pa- 
tiently, very patiently, form him into 
true character. This our vocation. That 
training four-year job; and then 
the senior year can look for traces 
leadership and ability our boys. 


Student Responsibility 


home-room teacher who does all the 
work himself deprives his students 
most important element character for- 
mation the development which comes 
from exercising responsibility. There has 
outlet for potential leaders. The 
class should have its officers, and there 
should regular class meetings. Matters 


for discussion and action during these 
meetings should include all that makes for 
spiritual and material betterment the 
class religious activities, ways en- 
hancing the appearance the room and 
bulletin boards, room periodicals, class and 
school drives, interclass competition, and 
social affairs. 

The home-room teacher should consider 
himself father. Such one will often 
say himself, “What would for this 
boy were own?” All the pent-up 
feeling paternal love compassion, zeal, 
indulgence, solicitude tend arise 
within him. these dispositions tem- 
pers the severity inherent most teach- 
ers.
